P re s id e nt’s 
latest speech on the subject 
believe he should turn the 
tapes over to the courts and 
the 
Senate 
W atergate 
committee. 
McGovern, interviewed on 
CBS’s “Face the Nation,” 


said the tape dispute may go

Supreme Court. 
“ When that process is co m ­ 
pleted, if the Supreme Court 
holds the President of the 
United States must turn over 
the tapes and other evidence 
in his possession bearing on

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) - 
Laotian government troops in 
less than 10 hours crushed an 
atte m pt by a right-wing 
ex iled general to overthrow 
Prem ier Souvanna Phounia 
and to rpedo the pending 
agreement 
with the Com­ 
munist Pathet I^ao to set up a 
coalition government. 
The rebel leader, Gen. 
Thao Mav a former com­ 
mander of the Laotian air 
force, was reported k illed 
when a T28 bomber he had 
co mmandeered crash-landed 
after being hit by ground fire. 
It was Thao Ma’s second 
unsuccessful 
attem pt 
to 
overthrow Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, who is classed as a 
neutralist. The general had 
been an ex ile in Thailand 
since his first attem pted 
coup, in 19 66. 
The 42-y ear-old general and 
a small force of supporters 
crossed the Mek ong River by 
boat shortly after midnight 
and seized the Vientiane 
airport about 3 a.m. They 
commandeered some of the 
T28 fighterbombers that are 
the Laotian air force’s chief 
weapo n and strafed and 
bombed the Chee Mai No 
arm y base lour miles down 
the Mek ong from Vientiane. 
But 
the rebels got no 
support from other military 
units. Loy al troops moved 
thro ugh 
the 
streets 
of 
Vientiane and surrounded the 
residence of Prince Souvanna 
Phouma Army forces moved 
out of the city to the airport, 
and by noon the premier was 
on the air to announce that 
the attempted coup had been 
foiled 
Life in Vientiane continued 
at its usual relax ed pace, and 
by early afternoon the airport 
reo pened 
to

Bomb Halt Stirs Controversy 


The skies over Cambodia are free of U.S. 
bombers and fighter planes today in the wake 
of a bombing halt imposed by Congress, but 
there is much discussion over whether the 
greater impact of that fact ultimately will be 
felt in Cambodia or the^United States. 
Bom bing of Cam bodia, 
as recently 
disclosed, began in March 1969. The secret 
missions combined with those thafcwere not 
secret dropped something like a half-million 
tons of bombs on the country. 
One phase of the current debate centers on 
the issue of just how effective the mass 
bombing was in the battle for Cambodia. 
IT IS ARGUED that 4>* years of bombing 
did not bring the results apparently sought by 
the U.S. government and, in fact, caused 
Cambodian forces to rely too heavily on 
A m erican 
aerial 
support 
instead 
of 
developing its fighting capacity. 
Proponents of the aerial warfare contend it 
was a valid military undertaking and that 
without it the government of Lon Nol would 
have fallen months ago. 
Ironically, the logical successor to Lon Nol 
would be exiled Prince Norodom Sihanouk — 
the leader who apparently approved or 
requested the U.S. to open the secret bombing 
war in the beginning. 
So if Lon Nol had toppled, Prince Sihanouk, 
the former ruler, would have had the inside 
track on the leadership post. 
Another official rationale for the bombing 
has 
been 
that 
the 
United 
States 
was 
responding to North Vietnam ’s failure to 
observe the terms of the Paris agreement. 
But no Cambodian signed anything in Paris. 
And the fighting today has taken on the 
character of a civil war, that is Cambodian 
against Cambodian. 
Further complicating the bombing picture 
was the fact that while the air raids killed 
insurgents and hampered their activities, 
they also killed thousands of civilians and 
wrecked the village economy in widespread 
areas of the country. The whole affair began 
to take on the appearance of burning down the 
house to get rid of the mouse. 
It was against this background of no end in

sight to the bombing and the question of the 
constitutionality 
of 
the bombing 
that 
Congress voted to put an end to it. 
BUT FOR AMERICA, 
some contend, a 
controversial precedent has been set and the 
validity of its word and the depth of its resolve 
have been called into question. 
We would have preferred that the bombing 
halt come from 
the commander-in-chief 
voluntarily instead of through a congressional 
mandate which raises a number of questions 
about the President's war powers that could 
cause problems in different, future cir­ 
cumstances. 
Many legitimate areas of disagreement 
over the Cambodian bombing and its halt do 
exist. But at least the United States is no 
longer 
dropping 
bombs 
which 
do 
not 
discriminate between friends and enem ies 
and America can no longer be accused of 
violating another nation's sovereignty by 
raining death and destruction upon it in an 
undeclared war. 


Misleading Name 


You’d think that a series of events of such 
drama and magnitude as those which took 
place in the United States between 1861 and 
1865 would have a commonly accepted name. 


In the North it’s the “Civil War’’ and in the 
South the “War Between the States.” Ac­ 
tually, neither one is accurate but reflects the 
philosophy of those who prefer it, notes 
Strategy & Tactics, a magazine of war 
gaming or conflict simulation. 


The northern name is a poor one, it says, 
because a civil war is a struggle for control of 
the body politic. The South did not want to 
control the Union; it wanted to leave it. 


The southern name, on the other hand, is 
also poor. Aside from being bad gram­ 
matically, it implies that the states have a 
sovereign existence. The war was really a 
struggle between a group of southern states 
and a centralized Union. 


Other names which once enjoyed more or 
less popularity but which are now oddities are 
“Mr. Lincoln’s War,” the “War to Suppress 
Yankee Arrogance,” the “War for Southern 
Independence” (which it was) and the “War 
of the Slaveholders’ Rebellion” (which it also 
was). 


Nor is the most logical and accurate name 
of all — the “War of Secession” — likely to 
gain acceptance, says the magazine. So w e’re 
stuck with Civil War and-or War Between the 
States.

THE GENTLEMAN sends 
along three press releases, a 
fact sheet, and the thick sheaf 
of food-producl regulations 
promulgated on Aug. ) by 
FDA Commissioner Alexan­ 
der M. Schmidt. I have con­ 
sidered this material in the 
light of the exceptions stated 
in the Walden letter. The ex­ 
ceptions are without merit. I 
conclude that no change is 
warranted in the findings, 


conclusions, and opinions 
heretofore expressed. There­ 
fore, my criticism remains 
unchanged. 
That is the way commis­ 
sioners of the FDA always 
talk, as if they were standing 
on stilts or posing for their 
portraits. In his less formal 
pronouncem ents, Dr. Sch­ 
midt appears to be an agree­ 
able fellow. Regrettably, he 
has inherited the flittering, 
nattering, 
m eddlesom e, 
busybody tendencies of his 
predecessors in offiqg; like 
them, he is unwilling to leave 
erring man alone. 
THE 
DISPUTE 
IS 
not 
over facts, though some of 
Dr. Schmidt’s facts indeed 
are in dispute. The dispute, at 


bottom, is over freedom. It 
involves a fundamental dis­ 
agreement on the role of the 
federal government in a free 
society. In this controversy, 
the FDA has one view; more 
than 20,000 objectors and 150 
members of Congress have 
another. The objectors and 
congressm en 
propose 
to 
overthrow Dr. 
Schm idt’s 
heavy-handed 
regulations, 
and I wish them luck. 
These regulations, having

ANOTHER 
REASON 
is 
Kurland's concern with dis­ 
tinguishing the W atergate 
crisis as it affects the country 
from the crisis as it affects 
the 
individual 
government 
officials involved. 
“ The Watergate affair and 
everything associated with it 
mark a watershed and we 
don’t know yet in what direc­ 
tion we’re going to move,” he 
says. “ It wouldn't make a 
helluva difference to our fu- 


ture if all these guys never 
are brought to trial as indi­ 
viduals. But we have to learn 
never to let power accumu­ 
late in one place as it has in 
the White House since the 
New Deal began. 
“ There are a lot of interre­ 
lated Constitutional questions 
involved: separation of pow­ 
ers, executive 
privilege, 
search and seizure, the func­ 
tion and scope of legislative 
inquiry, 
the 
p re s id e n t’s 
power to set up his own in­ 
vestigative unit, among oth­ 
ers. 
“ But the main question is 
whether the Constitution al­ 
lows such centralization of 
authority." 
KURLAND 
B E L IE V ES 
the answer to that question is 
“ no” 
and 
his 
sympathies 
clearly lie with the Senate 
Select C om m ittee investi­ 
gating the Watergate bur­ 
glary and its geometrically 
expanding ramifications. He 
is a consultant to both the 
committee’s chairman. Sen. 
Sam Ervin, D-N.C., and the 
Judiciary subcommittee on 
separation of powers and a 
friend of the 
W atergate 
panel s chief counsel. Sam 
Dash. 
But he is nevertheless high­ 
ly critical of the committee’s 
performance during the first 
round of public testimony in 
defining the relevant con-

“ THE WAY THE hearings 
were conducted, there was a 
danger that the American 
public would see them as a 
sum m er replacement for the 
soap operas and take them 
just as seriously. 
“ The com m ittee overall 
has not shown itself to be ex­ 
ceptionally capable or bright. 
“There is no questioning 
E r v in ’s 
honesty 
or 
dedication. But Dash, while 
he is brilliant, doesn’t really 
have the killer instinct for 
that job. And the others all 
have axes to grind — presi­ 
dential aspirations, personal 
glory campaigns or political 
positions to protect. 
“So you didn’t see any of 
the questioning that skillful 
prosecutors use to elicit in­ 
formation. where question B 
is carefully built on question 
A, C is built on B and so on 
until you get to Z and have 
really learned som ething. 
Here by the time they got to 
D. the gavel was being rap ­ 
ped to turn the questioning 
over to someone else. Or just 
when somebody had a wit­ 
ness going and you thought he 
was right in the middle of an 
especially penetrating line of 
questioning, he would say, 
‘That's all I have, Mr. Chair­ 
m an .’ ” 
KURLAND 
says he ad­ 
vised Ervin to limit the com ­ 
mittee to three members and 
also to put a much shorter 
time limit on the first phase 
of public hearings so that the 
information gathered could 
be more sharply focused. 
Now he is hopeful that 
President Nixon will appear 
before a joint session of Con­ 
gress to discuss the W ater­ 
gate crisis. And while he does 
not expect his University of 
Chicago class to come up with 
any revelations, he says the 
study of Constitutional his­ 
tory should lead his students 
to a better understanding of 
the essence of the problem. 
“ For democracy to work, 
the people have to have faith 
in their government but here 
now cynicism is the rule,” 
Kurland says. “You assume 
that every act by a govern­ 
ment official is a malevolent 
one and you find two sides in 
the 
political 
a rg u m e n t 
justifying their behavior by 
the behavior of the other side. 
The radicals say they have to 
be disruptive because the ad­ 
ministration acts the way it 
does, the administration says 
it acts the way it does be­ 
cause the radiçals are so dis­ 
ruptive. 
“ WE JUST CAN’T 
have 


any more of this ends-justify- 
ing-the-means business. We 
have to measure the means 
against some standards of 
morality and ethics. 
“The Constitution and our 
laws are not just sets of writ­ 
ten directions for specific oc­ 
casions. They also concern 
the patterns of behavior con­ 
doned by society and in that 
sense 
W aterg ate 
is 
not 
strictly a legal m atter at all. 
“What we really have to do 
is find out exactly what the 
rules are.”

Papa imposes a 
hundred pages of regulations 
having the force and effect of 
law. But how did Dr. Schmidt 
get to be Papa of us all? 
Consider his “Findings of 
Fact.” It is a “fact.” we are 
told, that establishing these 
regulations “will reduce con­ 
sumer confusion.” It is a fact 
that the majority of vitamin- 
mineral preparations “pre­ 
sent a bewildering variety to 
the consumer.” It is a fact 
that “many dietary supple­ 
ments are nutritionally irra­ 
tional.” It is a fact that “lay 
persons are incapable of de­ 
termining, 
by 
themselves, 
whether they have or are 
likely to develop vitamin or 
mineral deficiencies.” 
WHAT IS MOST irritating 
in all this — and in a pro­ 
foundly disturbing way most 
ominous — is the commis­ 
sioner’s willingness to lay 
down, as a matter of law, 
what is “scientifically accu­ 
rate.” He establishes certain 
U.S. Recommended Daily Al­ 
lowances for Vitamins and 
M inerals and declares it 
“scientifically correct” that 
products be so labeled. He 
rules it “scientifically inac­ 
curate” to list a dietary prop­ 
erty “that is of no signifi­ 
cance in human nutrition.” It 
is “scientifically inaccurate” 
to make certain statements 
about “the quality of the soil 
in the United States.” 
When the federal govern­ 
ment begins writing into law 
what is scientifically accu­ 
rate, it is later than we think. 
Most of us had supposed that 
such monumental folly had 
vanished even from the So­ 
viet Union. When mere ex­ 
pert opinions and prestigious 
recommendations are con­ 
verted into binding regula­ 
tions — not to protect the 
public safety but merely to 
relieve consumer confusion 
— government oversteps its 
bounds. 
SOME 
M EASURE OF 
“confusion” is vital to a free 
society. Som e “ bew ilder­ 
ment” has to be borne. Pro­ 
tect us from fraud, I would 
say to Dr. Schmidt. Protect 
us from dangerous drugs. But 
do not use the 
awesome 
power of federal law to pro­ 
tect us from being bewil­ 
dered. Do not discourage us 
from being, if it pleases, our 
own potty little vitam in- 
popping selves. This is not 
your business, Doc. It is ours.

This in 
tu rn resu lts in p erso n ality 
chan ges an d lo ss o f memo ry 
an d men tal co n fu sio n . 
There are p ro bably a n u m­ 
ber o f o ther thin gs which o c­ 
cu r to o in o lder p eo p le related 
to fu n damen tal chan ges in 
the chemistry o f their bo dy . I 
believ e it is imp o rtan t to 
thin k abo u t these p ro blems 
befo re y o u dev elo p them, an d 
y o u can do so me thin gs to 
help p rev en t the lik eliho o d o f 
hav in g these p ro blems.

They aren ’t n ecessarily o u t­ 
stan din g, bu t they do p ro v ide 
so methin g which o ffers so me 
v alu e to p eo p le who are in ter­ 
ested in try in g to train their 
memo ry an d k eep their brain 
fu n ctio n in g at its o p timal 
lev el.

A six -man, six -woman jury 
in

deliberations 
found 
Mullin 
g uilty on two counts of first- 
deg ree 
murder and 
eig ht

murder. He was judg ed sane 
on all 10 counts. 
Because the defense case 
was based solely on Mullin’s 
mental state, the g uilt and 
sanity phases of the trial 
were 
held 
simultaneously . 
Mullin, son of a retired Ma­ 
rine Corps serg eant from 
nearby Felton, was conv icted 
of killing a y oung couple, a 
woman and her two y oung 
sons, four teen-ag e campers 
arnd 
an 
elderly 
ex - 
prizefig hter. 
Mullin 
took 
the 
witness 


stand late in the three-week 
trial 
and admitted 
killing 
three 
more 
persons—a 
transient, a coed hitchhiker 
and a Los Gatos, Calif., priest 
stabbed to death in his con­ 
fessional. 
He said all the slay ing s 
were human sacrifices aimed 
at prev enting a disastrous 
earthquake. 
He also 
said 
telepathic messag es from his 
father and others g oaded him 
to kill. 
Mullin, who dropped out of 
colleg e despite hig h g rades, 
had been in at least two 
mental institutions and had a 
long history of drug use, 
authorities said. 
Psy chiatrists who testified 
for both sides ag reed Mullin 
was a paranoid schizophrenic 
but disag reed on whether he 
was capable of disting uishing 
rig ht from wrong . 


J udg e Charles S. Franich 
told jurors that leg al insanity 
required a 
finding of a 
“ disea sed 
or 
dera ng ed 
position of mind which makes 
the defendant incapable of 
knowing the nature or quality 
of his a cts.” 
Mullin was arrested in his 
car Feb. 13. moments after he 
shot to death retired-box er 
Fred Perez, 7 2, as he stood in 
a driv eway here. In the car, 
police found g uns that they 
linked to the other shooting s.

Castro Celebrates 20th Anniversary 
Cuba Beginning to Show Economic 
Life, But Country Has Way to Go

HAVANA - Cuba, the 
Com m unist 
base 
in 
the 
Caribbean, is beginning to 
show economic improvement 
but it has miles and miles to 
go 
Even Fidel Castro admits 
this as he tells his people: 
“The next few years will be 
years of hard work, sacrifice 
and struggle.'* 
For the average Canadian 
traveler. Cuba may appear 
as a picturesque, enchanting 
island, trimmed with sandy 
beaches and swaying palms. 
Special h o tels for tourists can 
isolate the traveler from the 
heat, the skim py 
Cuban 
rations of meat, butter and 


other 
products 
and 
the 
continuous watch by security 
men. 
Even the Sierra Maestra, 
the 
m ountains 
which 
protected and gave birth to 
the 1953 Castro revolution, 
evoke romantic thoughts as 
evening skies turn red and 
blue beyond the setting sun. 
But travel on those same 
roads by day and sweep your 
eye beyond the fields of sugar 
cane and the bamboo hovels 
come into sight — hovels and 
shacks where workers live, 
waiting for the better life 
communism has promised. 
For 
many 
who 
starved 
under the 
old. 
pre-Castro 
regimes, the better life has 
already arrived. At least they 
have work and an equal share

in rationed food and clothing. 
No man between the ages of 
18 and 65 is without a job. In­ 
deed, he will go to jail if he 
refuses to work. A minimum 
wage of 85 pesos a month — 
about $100 — is enforced. 
Many workers earn between 
200 and 300 pesos a month. 
Rent is controlled with the 
state charging no more than 
10 per cent of wages for ac­ 
com m odation. And 
some 
Cubans live well, sharing old 
mansions taken from the rich 
or in huge new prefabricated 
a p a r t m e n t 
c o m p l e x e s 
springing up in the suburbs of 
Havana and Santi ago dc 
Cuba in the eastern Orientc 
Province. 
For many of these Cubans 
the competition is not so 
much for basic 
food 
and 
housing as for some of the 
finer things in life: a radio, 
refrigerator or television set. 


A private car is out of the 
question. Those cars that still 
rattle across city streets are 
mainly old wrecks. 
But the state has cars of its 
own, along with fleets of 
buses, and many officials can 
get cars if their jobs call for 
vehicles. For the majority 
transport means the bus. 
Officials insist there have 
been dramatic changes in liv­ 
ing conditions. E xpanded 
school 
construction 
has 
v i r t u a l l y 
e l i m i n a t e d 
illiteracy. Medical training 
has increased and those who 
are sick get proper care. 
But compare* Cuba with 
some of its neighbors and the 
struggle comes into sharper 
focus. Cuba still is basically a 
land of sugar cane* tobacco, 
nickel and rum. 
Much of its material it 
needs is imported. Because of 
its heavy dependence on 
Soviet aid, Cuba does most of 
its shopping in Soviet stores. 
P la n e s, 
tru ck s, 
gunso 
ro ck ets, radios, w atch es, 
tanks, ships, radar and other 
e q u ip m en t 
com e 
from 
Russia. 
Diplomatic officials here 
estim ate that Soviet aid must 
run to more than $1 million a 
day. 
“ Who knows,” says Castro, 
“ what tremendous suffering 
our people would have had to 
endure as the price for our 
revolution 
if 
we 
h a d n ’t 
received such huge foreign

But C astro undoubtedly 
realizes that even the Soviet 
Union — no m atter what its 
political ta rg e t in 
Latin 
America and the Caribbean 
— cannot play the role of rich 
uncle forever. 
So the Cuban leader has set 
a heavy economic task for his 
people: 
an 
in c re ase 
in 
national economic production 
of no less than six per cent a 
year over the next 10 years. 
T hat’s a big target for a 
country so poor in resources 
and 
yet 
forced 
by 
its 
ideological 
and 
political 
policies to maintain a huge 
a r my . 
Some neighboring 
countries are known to be 
uneasy about the Cuban 
arsenal. 
“ Why so big?” a Caribbean 
visitor grumbled during a 
military display that showed 
a finely tuned graduate corps 
of men and women officers, 
goose-stepping in 
review 
before 
their 
leader. 
They 
were followed by the latest 
military hardware, including 
new- 
am phibious 
tanks, 
rockets and long-range field 
artillery. Squadrons of So­ 
viet-made jets flew overhead. 
Many diplomatic observers 
re je c t 
suggestions 
that 
perhaps Castro is preparing 
military pressures to expand 
communism in the 
Carib­ 
bean. They feel he has too 
many problems at home to 
gamble on a military struggle 
that might arouse the U.S. 
giant nearby.

The more convincing pros­ 
pect, 
some 
observers 
suggest, is that Castro will 
continue 
to 
promote 
a 
propaganda battle and en­ 
courage guerrilla warfare by 
those who advocate com­ 
munism. 
But his main goal at home 
will be to attempt to fulfill 
promises of a better life for 
his people. 
Perhaps Castro’s most a m ­ 
bitious project is to attem pt 
to triple nickel production to 
about 90,000 tons a year from 
the current 36,000. 
A move that undoubtedly 
would help Cuban nickel 
would be removal of the U.S. 
Irade embargo. Castro keeps 
referring to the U.S. policy as 
“ a criminal blockade.” 
But while he still casts the 
U.S. in the role of the main 
“ imperialist” enemy, there 
are indications, in discussing 
the issue with Cuban officials, 
that the Cuban government 
would be highly elated if 
President Nixon decided to 
remove the embargo.
